Swett,
“that | csme very near preventing that
famous *Sheridan’s Ride:’ had I done
which, I have no doubt, Sheridan would
noever have been the fsmous man that
be was. "

“How was that?” wsked his friends,
and Mr. Swett settled himsell back in
in hia chair for the story.

“On the morning of October 19, 1864,
the day of the battle at Winchester, |
was it Willard's hotel in Washington.
T'he vorridors were thronged with pub-
lic men, both officers and civilinns, and
A friend wus entertaining me by point-
ing out the most famous of them. Sud-
denly he pointed to a short, active

man, saying: ‘That s Sheridan,
the  cavalry  general.” His name

1t is now, but he was already so con-
spicoous i soldier that 1 watched him
with interest, and wns well pleased with
jthe introduction with which my frien
Mavored me.

OUR NEW ARMAMENT.

Guns Which Oan Throw Shot Thirteen
Miles Builz for the American Navy,
Chiengo News: The “quick-firing

guns’ are being rapidly introduced into
our navy, and, though they do not con-
stitute o part of the navy batteries,they
are the linest small guns now turned
out for quick firing,  Their range of
four miles makes it extremely difiealt
for the swiftest torpedo-boat to nppronch
s vessel armed  with  these  guns
without being torn to piees by the in-
cessuutb rain of solid shot they are capn-
ble of throwing. They are breech-loud-
ing. and are worked cither by stoum or
hand brakes. Six men are all that are
necossnry to handle them olfactonlly.

These guns are an  improvement on
the Hotehkiss vevolving eannon in the
e way thot the Hotehkiss was an im-
provement on the Gatling and  Garder.
I'he nuprarim'it‘)'ol’ the new “quick-firing
gun' isin the heavy matal it throws at
o rate which excecds any modern gun
of single-firing cupueity. To be sure,
the Holehkigs revolving cannon may
fire 250 rounds per minute, but the ace-
curncy with which twenty-tive ashots per
minute can bo thrown from the *‘quick-
firing gun,” to say nothing of the in-
creass in metal, far exceeds the rain of
lighter projectiles from the Hotehlkiss,

On our new steel vossels-of-war a com-
plement of Hotehkiss cannon, Gatling
guns and quick-tiving guns constitute
what is known ns the ‘‘secondary hat-
tery.” These light guns are judiciously
distributed about the deeks, iu the tops
und advantugeous positions for a clear
range at all small ¢rnft on the open
water, The “quick-fieing guns™ heing
of heavier metal than the Hotehkiss or
Gatlings, are kept wholly on deck, and
usually protected by a imlf-t.urrot. or
shield agninst smull arms gnd light pro-
jueetiles,  When the quick-firing guns
are in ¢lose proximity to any gun of the
primury battery the shield serves ns a

rotection from the terrible blast of the
ienvier ordnnnce.

When congress u few sessions past de-
eided upon building up the pavy and
placing it upon a footing eompatible
with modern requirements the absence
of all modern. ordnance awong our
ships-of-war was a feature too appulling
to be overlooked,

In Burope the Armstrongs of England
were turning out 100-ton gung, while
Krupp had under contract a 200-ton
gun for the Italinns—u run which would
be fifty feet in length, throw a projec-
tile weighing 2,500 pounds to a distance
of fourteer miles, and use a propelling
foreo of 900 pounds of gunpowder.

With us little or nothing has been
done since the lust war. At the close
of that period our naval vessels carrvied
some of the heaviest nrmament aflont—
rifled guns of the linest and most pow-
erful make. Eunglund, France, Geoer-
many and IRussia had in the meantime
used every energy to still further
strengthen their eets, and cmoluments
and inducements innumerable were
held forth to the inventive spirits of
their respective countrivs.

Congress commenced the new depar-
ture of building up the nuavy by appro-
printing $25,000,000 for iron-clads and
sloel cruisers, and at the game time set
aside X1 000,000 for the estublishment of
an ordinance foundry 1n Washington,
D. C. A hoard of naval officers, repre-
senting the talent and brain of the ser-
vice. was organized to devise and select
a pattern of guns for the new navy; re-
course was had to every nation in the
world; plang, desigons, propositions, and
opintons werc brought before the bowrd;
every experiment known in the world
in gunnery achievements wus looked
into, and, as n result of the delibera-
tions and wisdom of this “ordnance
board,” a type of guns has been selected
for the American navy which has no
superior In the world to-day,

he trst gun decided upon was found
impossible to build in this country, for
the renson that no foundry possessed
the plant requisite for the work. The

South Doston iron works of Boston,

however, took the contrnct for the

yl:_ml. This gun cost the government

75,000, and to-day is the hattery of the
steel dispateh boat Dolphin,  Since the
ndvent of the first six-inob vifle the

overnment hns taken the building in
mnd and the cost has been reduced
from #7500 for the original one to

#35,000 for those now turned out, Theso

guns resemble nlong telescope, mounted

on & steel hydraulie earringe. In the
six-inch rifle this telescope is twenty-
vight feot long and the projectile fired
has a range of over five miles, and it
can pierce three five-inch steel plates
backed by four feet of oak and teal, at
n distapce of 500 yards. The caliber
of 0 gun denominates is make. Thus
the six-inch ritle hasa bore which is
six inches in diameter, The eight-inch
rille (dismeter of the bore eight iuches)
is thirty-two feet lony and throws its
rro'jeuulu over ten miles, The twelve-
nch vifte is nearly thirty-five feet long

and has & range of nearly thirteen
miles., These are our modern guns.
They have attnined a velocity por sec-
ond for their projectiles in excess of
Armstrong and equal to Krapp. Over
thirty-five of the guns, of different cal-
ibers are now finished at the Washing-
ton foundry, and the work on the others
intended for our new iron-vlads is being
pushed rapidly forward.

ably the most histovienlly interesting
the Uanited Stotes and
batter known in the remotest parts of
the ola world than any ol our metro-
citics of the enst, Noptwith-
atnnding its  world-wide  reputation,
however, its charms, attractionsand ad-
vaninges are but little known even hy
the inhabitants of our nenrcst stotes
and toreitories thotugh of all the stnes
and tereitories which comprise the far
woest Utab—of which Salt Lake City is
the enpitul—stands fivst in the history
of colonization.  Its settlemont dates
Back to 1847, bul the religious views of
the pioneers differed so ossontinlly from
thoso of other religious bodies that they
rather repolled than  atteacted  the
homeseahers who have emigriatoed to the
fir west during the past forty years.

Sult Lake City was founded July 24,
1817, It now hos a population of 40,000,
about six-tenths of which are Mormons,
but rapidly being  outnumbered by
gentite emigeation. Recent large in-
vestients of custorn capital in enter-
prises in the city and valley have im-
parted animpetus to labor emigration
and so stimulnted the real estate markot
that the irrepressiblo boom can now be
considerod deeidedly on, and it isa con-
servative prediction that Salt Lake
City will have o population ot 100,000
within Hve years.  Ilor geographiacal
loeation and  commercinl advantages
not only assure, but actually  demand
the pealization of this predicted pros-
perity. It is the disteibuting point for
a vast aren of agricultural, mineral
and  grazing  country for 500 miles
distant east, west, north and south.
Far into Idaho, Montann and Oregon on
the north, Nevada on the west, north-
ern Arizonn on the south and Colorado
to the cnstward she reaches out for her
tende,

As it hos been said Salt Lake valley
is ns “fertile us a garden.” On iw one
sido are the Walisuteh mountaing with
high peaks which grow mightierin the
northward until they pierco the azure
ulmrﬂ) white cones. Opposite them and
forming the westorf limits of the valley
are the lower heights of the Oquirrh
range from Lthe base of which the valley
gently slopes down to tne banks of the
river Jordan.

Northward, and lying cold and still,
is Salt Lake, from out whose waters rise
solitary mountain islands, and along the
entire length of the valley there are
countless furms, Hardly afoot of ground
romuins uncultivated, In the ranges
are shaded canons, into which one may
look, as the train passes, to where
bright stroams are flowing amid o mass
of folinge., There 18 n wenlth of coloring
bright green in the mountains: pure
white on the peaks, blue in the dim
distance, und nearer the traveler ex-
tended patehes of yellow wheat seat-
tered amonge the lesser lengths of vego-
table gurdens, Noture seems to have
smiled on this region, and basking in
her plensure the beautiful valley cap-
tivates all who seeat. In such a spot
might Evangeline have lived; itis the
Fden of the west. AL its upper end
lies Salt Lake City, overlooking the
lake, and pressing closely agninst the
mountaing on whose lower slopes it
stands. From the Narrows the dimout-
lines of the city may be secn, hall ob-
scurved by the thin wreaths of smoke
above it, and nestling like a white patch
in the landscape, under the shadow of
Eunsign peak, which guards it on the
north. Iotervening strotches the valley
for nearly 200 miles distant—

“Half drowned in sleepy peace it lay,
As satiate with the boundless play
Of sunshine in {ts green array.”

Throughout this entire valley can he
seen smull towns peopled by agricul-
turists, who have plunted shady groves
about their homes; and again a place
with huge smelters and furnaces, whoso
tall ohimneys send foeth volumes of
flume and smokoe. Gradually the lake is
approached. Is plucid waters reflect
the clouds above, and the peaks around
it, Toits right is

SALT LAKE CITY,
It is s0 located as to commannd n view of
the entire valley, both ranges of moua-
tains, und the southern portion of the
luke. The streets are wide, and lined
on either sido by long rows of shade
trees and Howing streams of pure spring
water from the adjocent mountuins,
The business seotions are well built, and
the private dwellings arve almost invari-
ably situnted within large squares, and
have trees and lawns about them,  Asit
is o Mormon eity, the first attrac-
tions ware those which the saints
have created, first of which is
THE GREAT MORMON TEMPLE.

The corner stone was laid April 6,
1858, und the amount expendea up Lo
the prosent date i over 3,500,000, 1t
is 200 by 100 teet:  the walls arve 100 foet
high. and the middle tower on ench ond
will be 200 feet high. It is built en-
tirely of granite,

The tabernncle is 250 by 150 feet and
70 feet high, It has o seating  capacity
of 12,000 and contains one of the finest
orgnns in the world.

The assombly hall 18 120 hy 65 feet,
cost $150,000 and will seat 2,500,

The lion, bechive and gardo houses
were built by Brighum Young for resi-
dences. The latter now belongs to the
churech and is President Taylor's resi-
dence.

Thoere are nearly one hundred miles
of streets in r:'uit Linke City, 132 foet
wide, and the blocks are 600 foet square.

medicinal and the baths are largely
patronized for many allments. “The
eity is woll supplied with fine hotels,
the Walker and Metropolitan being
among the leading hotels, and are as
fine ns can be found for comfort and
uxurious living anywhnere west of Now
York City.

They are situated in a romantic
valley, 5,779 feet abuve the level of the
gen, surrounded by lofty snow-clad
mountuins, and easily reached from tho
eust or west by tho Oregon Short Line,
which passes through this region on its
way to Portlund. Bear river, which is
a tributary of Great Salt Lake, lows
through this depression in the moun-
tains from east to west, On the north
side, Soda ereak, fod by innumerable
springs, and carrying a [arge volume of
water. flows down toits junetion with
Benr rviver. The town and station of
Soda Springs are on this ereek, a mile
above 1its junction with Bear river,
Within a radius of two or three miles
are scores of large springs, the waters
ranging from ualmost ice cold to warm,
some of them being so highly charged
with carboute neid and other gnses as to
prove a most pleasing beverage. The
witters are u supurb tonie,and are effect-
ing  remarckable  cures, Steambont
Springs, so named by General Fremont
in 1543, have a toempoerature of eighty-
seven degrees, Muny of the more prom-

Seribner's  Magazine: I I were
asked to designaty the man whose ser-
vices, next to Mr. Lincoln’s, were of
the greatest value to the country from
Marcl, 1861, to July, 1564, I should un-
hesitatingly name Salmon P. Chaso.
When Mr. Chase was appointed secre-
tary the public credit wns lower than
that of any other great nation. The
treasury was empty. The annual eox-
enditures had for some years exceeded
he revenues, To meetthe deficiencies
shifts were resorted to which, while
they gave present reliel to the treas-
ury, added to its embarrassment. It is
not necessary for me tospeak of the
various loans that were negotiated, the
taxes that were imposed to raise the
immense sums that were needed in the
prosecution of the most expensive war
that the world has ever known. It is
enough for me maerely to refer to tho
extranordinary fact that the people
were patient under very burdensome
taxes—tuxes to which they were en-
tirely unaccustomed, taxes direct and
indirect, taxes upon almost everything
that they consumed, taxes which be-
fore the war it would have been con-
sidered impossible to collect; and to
the still more extraordinary fact that
the nublic credit steadily improved,
notwithstanding the rapid increase of
the public debt, and was higher when
it renched the enormous sum of $2,757,-
803,680, ns it did in August, 1865, than
it was when the government did not
owe a dollar -From *Memories of Some
